Y'ou come- to 
me ami l<g for "work." I "engage" you at a low wage, ami all you 
prixtiice is mine. Y'ou arc a slave, for if yxni (fiiit my rin|iloy and no 
other employnieni offers, you must starve; ami allhimgh I have no 
whip or cliaiii. I Iiave that which serves as well lo cianiiel yixi lo work 
liaril. tliat » to say, I liavc power lo Tu'nT you out of your Ji>b. £ 

Y'on are a steel worker, and I own a steel iiiUf. You muK 
rumetuineanda.sk for work. Iff refuse it yiai niitsi starve. If I 
offer il you must take it at my price. Oh. yTS. you can fonn a trade 
union, ami strike, refusing lo accqit my price. In tiul case, if I can- 
iK>t secure iiii|Hirted |iaiitier labor. I may give you rather more llian I 
offereil, liecaiise it will pay me Ix-lter to let you have more of the 
wealth you produce ami hr cuiitent myself with the rest, than to let 
you remain idle and .so make nothing by ys.u at all. Ilut you know I 
can always lieal yini. fi.r I Iiave em.ugli 10 live iT| 5 <ffi“fii iilletiess, and 
you Iiave nothing.
